PIRTHE, DEATHA, AND MARRLAGES 1IN 18GG—rFORTY
SOVEREIGNS AND TOEIN HEIRS,

The study of the Almanach de Golha Bns, suys
the Berlin correspondent of the Times, been
rarely g0 interesting ns in the present yeanr, the
past having been uncommonly fertile in {amily
and politieal events affecting the tllustrious sub-
Jecls of the tiny yvet so weighty volome. Sixteen
deaths are recorded In the sovereign fumilies of
Europe, eight of the male sex and eight females,
viz.:=The Landgrave Ferdinand of Hesse-Hom-
burg, 1ast of his race, whose ntrimony devolyed
npon Hesse-Darmstadt, and has since been con-
quered by Prussin; Don Miguel of Portugal,
great uncle of the Kinp: Prinee Ofto of
Italy, son of the King; Privee Lonis
FPhiltppe de Conde, som of athe Duke
d'Aumale, 21 years of age: Prnce Ap-
ton, ot iIt-lwnzullf-ru-ﬁu{mm'lm:vu. aged 25:
Prince Henry X1I, Reuss, juuior branch; Pripee
Sigismund, of Prussia, son of the Crown Prince,
two years old, and the youngest son of the
Queen of Spain, only three weeks old. The
elght lemules are {wo dowagers—Queen Marie
Amelia, ex-Queen of the French (iee Princpss
aof Siclly), and the Countess Curoline dey Wal-
deck (nee Baroness Lanstatt): three muarried
princesses—Princess Loutse Yoo Holstein-Son-
derburg-Augustenburg (wife of the Prince
Michael Haudjert) : Princess Sophy, of Lichten-
slein (wite of Prince Frederick, nee Lowe), and
Fran Von Frankenberg, morganatie wile of
Prince Oharles, of Bavarin (ree Schaller); three
unmarried] princesses—Princess Phillppine, of
Reuss Schleiz (sister of the reigning prines,
aged 85 years): Princess Untharne, of Olden-
burg (20 years), and Archduchess Elizabeth, of
Augtra (daughter of Archduke Joseph), aged
